Curtain on Memories

Sixty-three years now have 
passed since that night of April l 4 , 
1865, when Abraham Lincoln died 
the bullets of John W. Booth. 
Of persona who were friends of 
«reat man, there are left but a hand- 
ful. Few there are even, who can 
boast they ever saw him. The last 
of his children, Robert Todd Lin- 
coln, died in 1926. 

But Dr. Charles A. Leale, the 
first doctor to reach Lincoln after he 
was wounded and who watched over 
the President until the end came, 
still lives in New York. He is 
eighty-six. Though h<; has retired 
from active medical practice, he is 
in good health and serves on va- 
rious hospital boards. 

Dr. Leale was 23, and out of 
'0\ for only a year, 
when he attended the attended the 
dying Lincoln. He had joined the 
medical corps of the aimy, and was 
in charge of a ward for wounded 
officers in the United States Geo 
eral Hospital at Armory Square, 
Washington, when the assassi nation 
of the President occurred. 

Mrs. Lincoln placed Dr. Leale 
in charge of the treatment of the 
wounded President. But medical 
aid could flo nothing save prolong 
Lincoln's life for a few short hours, 
[t was the night of April 14 that 
lie was shot; the next morning he 
was dead. 

Of those historic days Dr. Leale 
I store of priceless memories. 
But he dislikes to #o hack over 
hem. He prefers to look to the 
future, and to think and talk of 
he happenings and projects of to- 
day that interest him. New at! 
merit is better, he holds, than re- 
trospection . 

Robert Todd Lincoln, the funan- 
ipator'a son, was like that. 
Through the years of his retire- 
ment, he refused consistently to talk 
,t vein of his father, 
•lie end of his career, he be- 
anie virtually a recluse in the little 
New England town where he lived. 
Dr. Leale resides in New York 
.vith his daughter. He lias 

w York who is a doctor, and 
mother who is an attorney.
